The applied invention relates to a method for removing 
unwanted signal coniponents from a received media signal. After 
removing the unwanted signal components, the filtered media 
signal is saved in a memory and later used as a search key in 
order to locate and remove unwanted signal components . 

Referring to claims 1 and 11: 

Dl discloses a method for detecting suid removing unwanted 
signal components (noise) from an audio signal. Detection is 
made by establishing a model of the noise which is to be 
removed and then search, in an input signal, for noise 
components corresponding to the model. The search is performed 
iteratively in order to constmct and store new noise models. 

The invention according to claim 1 and 11 differentiates from 
Dl by saving/separating the wanted media signal from the 
noise. The saved filtered media signal is then used as a 
search key. The method according to Dl works the other way 
around; the unwanted signal is saved/ separated and then used 
as a search key. The identified difference between claim 1 and 
Dl is merely one of several straightforward possibilities from 
which the skilled person would select, in accordance with 
circumstances, without the exercise of inventive skill, in 
order to remove unwanted signal components from a media 
signal .
